This picture has been so called , but the probability is 
the artist intended to illustrate some other portion of the 
Roman History ,as in the background the female attendants 
are hastening away in fear , and no snch incident is men¬ 
tioned in the History of Lucretia . 

The exquisite finish of this work justifies the high 
reputation of the master .
